That is the problem which is 
puzzling the manager of the cate- 
teria maintained by the University | 
of Southern California for the bene- 
fit of the students. In the winter 
time the average check is just 
twelve cents; but in the middle of 
the summer, when supposedly every- 
one is living on salads and_ iced 
tea, the average lunch check at the 
cafeteria has jumped to nineteen 
cents, and is still climbing. More- 
over, the increase is not explained 
by the lure of irresistible straw- 
berry shortcake or ice cream; it is 
the result of a sudden preference 
for meat and potatoes, and other 
similar solid and substantial items. 

“The way we explain it,’ says 
Mrs. Charles Spencer, who conducts 
the cafeteria, “is that in the sum- 
mer the boarding houses serve such 
a light breakfast and dinner that 
the students make their lunch the 
hearty meal of the day; while in 
the winter they get substantial fare 
in the morning and evening, and 
eat only moderately at noon.  Pos- 
sibly the large amount of meat and 
potatoes in the summer diet is ex- 
plained by the fact that the sum- 
mer school students are somewhat 
older and more mature than those 
in the winter sessions, and they are 
less inclined to stray after frills 
and fancy desserts than the younger 
people are. However, the answer to 
that is the “pie-wave” we have just 
ipassed" through. For weeks we 
simply couldn’t give the students 
enough pie. They swept the board 
clean of pie at every meal—all 
kinds of pie, it didn’t matter what.

Many of the highways in 
Maryland are government owned and 
itherefore a D. C. license tag is safe. 
But the police are watching, and if 
you get off the 16-foot highway in 
passing another machine, or in turn- 
ing around, to jail you go. Then 
the speed limits—20 or 25 miles in 
the country a usually 8 to 12 in 
cities everyw. So slow is the 
limit in Washiugton that the motor 
police (Now, honest, Bill, I am _ tell- 
ing the very truth.) chase you on 
bicycles! ! !

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Until some plan is under way for 
a terminal elevator and until grain 
ships are equipped to carry bulk 
grain through the canal, it is evi- 
dently undesirable for the barley 
ranchers to make any large expend- 
iture for building local elevators, 
farm grain bins or bulk grain har- 
vester attachments. 


ors at shipping points it may be well 
for the farmers of California to pro- 
fit by the experience of middle west- 
ern states. It was there learned by 
bitter experience that unless there 
were more than one local elvator 19 
which farmers could ship, or unless 
|the local elevator were maintained 
by some co-operative enterprise for 
the common benefit, the likelihood 
of monopolistic control and of con- 
sequent dissatisfaction was greatly 
increased. If it is desirable to ship 
in bulk it thereby becomes desirable 
to build upon the co-operative plan 
}such local elevators as may be nec- 
essary.
